Armstrong had been assigned 
to guard a Chinese citizen, who, 
the..Americans said, wanted 
United States asylum but later 
changed his mind and returned 
to the Chinese consulate general. 


-Thé United States protest said 
“the actions of the Communist 
Chinese constitute a high-handed 
violation of the personal rights 
of a United States citizen in a 
friendly country.” 

In. Washington, it was an- 
nounced that the United States 
had asked India to make a full 
investigation of the incident and 
to-“‘take appropriate action.”
